Tell us about your work, and how 
you became involved in it 

We make, repair and restore instru- 
ments of the violin family, such as 
violin, cello, and basses. 

| first came into the violin when I was 
ten years old. Somehow just the 
shape of the instrument enticed me. 
It's like when you see a beautiful 
woman and fall in love; this is exactly 
the same feeling you get. From then 
on, [always wanted to know how it 
was made and repaired, but I didn’t 
have the opportunity until the 60's in 
London (England). I was lucky 
enough to meet a maker and during 
a 20-year period, while I was also an 
accountant, I learned to make, repair 
and authenticate instruments. Then I 
came to Canada in 1969. 


What is the oldest stringed instru- 
ment you have worked on? 

A Maginni violin. It was made in the | 
1500s. 


What is an example of a repair you | 
do? 

Ihave lots of repairs done by others 
that are unprofessional. They use the 
wrong materials and they damage 
the instrument rather than repair it 
properly to preserve it. Some people 
think if they take the wood off the 
top and replace it with something 
thinner it will sound better, but the 
sound is a combination of the top 
and bottom, because the vibration 
has to harmonize. Commonly maple 
wood is used for the back, and 
sometimes poplar. Even Stradivarius 
used poplar. The top is always 
spruce because spruce has the best 
acoustic properties of all the woods. 


What is most appealing to you 
about your work? ~~ f 

You have to do this for the love of it. 
It is nota great money making ven- 
ture. Most of all, it’s about the preser- 
vation of the stringed instruments, of 
which many are more than 300 years 
old. Nobody actually owns a violin. 
You area custodian of this stringed 
instrument for future generations.

The idea of collecting all of the world’s 
knowledge under one roof is not new, 
but it is given new scope and a breath of 
fresh air with Wikipedia: this is an exam- 
ple of collaborative effort at its best, only 
possible because of the Web. An excel- 
lent reference bank, Wikipedia will pro- 
vide you with a plethora of unbiased arti- 
cles from a variety of perspectives on just 
about any subject you search, from the 
basics—What is the Big Bang Theory?— 
to recent articles on current events. 

Launched in February, 2001, 
Wikipedia has already overtaken 
Britannica.com as the most accessed 
online Encyclopedia. See, Wikipedia wins 
in volume because it's open source, it’s 
completely free, it's built collaboratively 
by volunteers from all over the world 
(and is available on over 50 languages), 
and ANYONE can edit listings or submit 
articles. Even you, smarty pants. 

By “completely free” | don't simply 
mean that it won't cost you any coin to 
access and roam the site, but also that 
every document on the site is “free con-

tributed. How? The Wikimedia 
Foundation Inc. is a non-profit foundation 
registered in the state of Florida, and 
operates Wikipedia, Wiktionary (a free 
dictionary), Wikisource (a collection of 
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public domain or FDL-licensed texts), 
Wikibooks (free textbooks for schools 
and universities), and Wikiquote (a col- 
lection of notable quotations). All of these 
projects are based on Wiki technology, 
open-knowledge bases that can be 
improved by anyone—unless you've 
already been banned for vandalism, that 
is. 

Whoa, whoa—all that talk about “free 
editing” and “free distribution” has you 
totally freaked, | know: how can that work 
out? And now I'm telling you about 
online vandalism? 

Cyber vandalism is one of the largest 
problems (along with factual accuracy, 
which is greatly cross referenced) that a 
site like Wikipedia, with all its free know!- 
edge, must face: silly, offensive or falsi- 
fied edits of the site's articles, which must 
be carefully monitored and removed as 
quickly as possible by the site’s hard- 
working, fast-thinking moderators. 

“Because Wikipedia is a radically free, 
Open project, it attracts an anarchistic ele- 
ment,” Larry Sanger, co-founder of 
Wikipedia, admitted to Wired News. 
“Fortunately, most of us are willing to 


take a definite stand against vandalism... 
and to get rid of it instantly.” 
According to a Wall Street Journal 
article from February, 2004, 
researchers have found that instances 
of vandalism at Wikipedia are often 
quickly resolved: “Recent research by a 
team from IBM found that most vandal- 
ism suffered by Wikipedia had been 
repaired within five minutes.” That's 
pretty darn fast: “We were surprised at 
how often we found vandalism, and 
then surprised again at how fast it was 
fixed,” says Martin Wattenberg, a 
researcher in the IBM TJ Watson 
Research Center, in Cambridge, Mass. 
So with great power comes great 
responsibility; and with free knowledge 
comes free destruction. But as a quick 
reference bank and source of any info 
you like, Wikipedia has managed to 
attract the brightest minds in every 
field.

Good Earth is so successful it’s 
bulging inside and out, with deliv- 
ery trucks jockeying for space in the 
alley and customers from afar lined 
up to park. Needing a bigger site but 
intent on staying in the neighbour- 
hood, the Boykiws surveyed the 
options. Bingo! The old Safeway 
building. Loading docks, ample 
parking, enough storage to take 
advantage of great buys—a perfect 
fit. Lauring Holdings Ltd., which has 
owned the building since 1999, rec- 
ognized all the upsides and assigned 
an architect to draw up plans. 


RAW PRODUCE DEAL 

Just one problem: Safeway says 
no. When selling the site to Lauring 
Group, the corporation slapped on 
its routine restrictive covenant, 
effectively sterilizing the site from 
being used as intended. Of course 
produce is on the list of goods 
restricted to no more than 2,950 
square feet of space under that 
covenant; Good Earth needs more 
like 7,500 square feet, or one-third of 
the building. 

With seeming largesse, Safeway 
offered to increase the area the 
Boykiws can use—but only if Good 
Earth buys at least 80 per cent of its 
produce from Safeway’s wholesale 
arm and lets Safeway review its 
books. Given his connections and 
lack of corporate hoops, Boris says, 
he can strike far better deals on his 
own. 


THIS ABANDONED 
HIGHLANDS BUILDING 
would make a good 
grocery store, wouldn’t 
it? 


Months of negotiations stalemat- 
ed on the doorstep of Safeway 
Canada CEO Chuck Mulvenna, 
forcing the Boykiws to search fur- 
ther afield for a new home. 

Neighbours are incensed at the 
spectre of losing yet another walka- 
ble grocer while the perfect expan- 
sion site attracts pigeons and drug 
dealers. Perhaps most galling is the 
fact that community leaders— 
including New Democrat MLA 
(then City Councillor) Brian 
Mason—clearly recall assurances 
from Safeway when abandoning the 
community that the usual strong- 
arm tactics would not be used on 
this site. “They intended us to go 
away thinking they would not put 
on a restrictive covenant,” Mason 
says. “They haven't kept that 
promise.” 


OLD-SCHOOL TACTICS 
When we the neighbours staged 
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a public protest, Safeway respond- 
ed with the obvious: “If we relax 
this agreement, we might have to 
do it elsewhere!” 

Of course we're expected to 
assume that’s a bad thing—but is it? 
Given the number of sterilized 
Safeway rejects dotting older neigh- 
bourhoods across the country, I 
can’t help thinking it’s high time for 
this corporation to act like a citizen, 
and covenant for people rather than 
profits. 

Unrealistic? Hardly. According to 
Randy Ferguson, senior vice presi- 
dent of Westcorp Properties, the 
restrictive covenant Safeway holds 
so dear is nearly extinct—and good 
riddance. “When I started in the 
mid-'70s it was very, very common. 
Now can’t think of a new deal in 
the last 10 to 15 years where the 
restrictive covenant would outlast 
the lease,” he told me. “Tf 1 were 
doing a grocery store deal today, I 


would not allow that kind of restric- 
tive covenant, and I don’t think 
there’s anybody out there who 
would.” 

There’s no doubt that restricting a 
building’s use even after the origi- 
nal occupant abandons the neigh- 
bourhood complicates the work of 
urban infill while forcing residents 
to walk less, drive more, Ferguson 
pointed out. “I think I can speak on 
behalf of the industry that it really 
doesn’t make sense anymore. The 
world is changed and we have to 
change with it.” 

Safeway’s motto? “Community is 
caring.” Prove it, we say. Pull- 
behind grocery carts, affordable 
produce, mom & pop upstarts—in 
our community, they’re all part of 
caring. Not in yours?

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PAUL BREMER, THE FORMER US 
administrator, has packed up his 
trademark boots and gone home. 
Brig. Gen. Mark Kimmitt, the 
deputy chief of military operations 
in Iraq, and Dan Senor, the former US 
main spokesman in Iraq, no longer 
grace our television screens. And the 
controversial John Negroponte, who 
is now running the show out of the 
largest US embassy in the world, is 
rarely seen or heard. 

In other words, the US occupation 
of Iraq has officially gone under- 
ground. The Bush administration is 
indeed putting an “Iraqi face” on the 
occupation by keeping its operations 
outside the media spotlight. Since 
the White House can’t come 
up with a strategy to actu- 
ally get out of Iraq, it is 
now hoping that voters 
will simply forget we're 
over there, 

Although the chaos, 
killings, kidnappings and 
destruction continue, the 
administration's spin doc- 
tors are no longer on the 
front lines managing the 
news in Iraq. The steady 
drumbeat of pro-war analysis 
on television has slowed to a 
trickle with the usual parade of 
White House supporters seem- 
ingly on a summer break. 

In Iraq, the PR flacks for the 
Coalition Press Information 
Center in Baghdad no longer offer 
daily press briefings. They are too 
busy traitting' Iraqis for their job, 
now that the interim government is 
becoming the public face of security 
operations on the ground. 

According to the New York 
Times, Ambassador Negroponte has 
deliberately kept a low profile. 

“Us not speaking as much as we 
have been in the past for the situa- 
tion in Iraq may be one of the things 
we can do,” Negroponte told 
reporters. “Let them speak for them- 
selves.” 

Or more accurately, let them 
speak for us. 
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The most effective spokesman for 
the US occupation is the interim and 
unelected Prime Minister, Ayad 
Allawi. Now it is his face that we see 
when Iraq makes the evening news. 
And each time, he repeats one of his 
two favoured messages: Thank 
President Bush for freeing Iraq; take 
immediate action against the insur- 
gents. That Allawi’s message 
appears to be aimed at a U.S. audi- 
ence is hardly a coincidence. 

As one administration official told 
the Washington Post, The White 
House now has “an Iraqi leader who 









publicly thanks 
the United States for the past, takes 
political responsibility for the future 
and has a strategy.” The Bush 
administration could hardly ask for 
more in an election year. 

What's more, the strategy is work- 
ing. “Iraq's newly empowered 
politicians have not stemmed the 
violence and instability in their 
country...three weeks of partial sov- 
ereignty may have helped the Bush 
administration’s drive to reduce its 
political vulnerability on Iraq at 
home,” writes the Washington

The U.S. is so sly, even the occupation goes underground 


Post's Jim Hoagland. 

While neither Allawi nor Bush can 
hope to fool Iraqis who know exact- 
ly how bad things are on the 
ground, gulling the distant 
American public is a lot easier, espe- 
cially when many of the reporters 
now in Iraq don’t leave their hotels, 
let alone Baghdad. 

The cable news networks that 
brought the sanitized invasion into 
America’s living rooms 16 months 
ago still report from Iraq but the 
blazing banner headlines have 
receded into the background, the 
keyed-up news anchors have 
calmed down, and rooftop reports 

from Baghdad are less frequent 

and carry less urgency. The 
news that the 900th US ser- 
vice member had died in 

Iraq as of this week did not 

merit more than a passing 

mention by major news 
outlets. 
“To the relief of the 
White House,” Hoagland 
writes, “the American pub- 
lic and media seem to be 
slowly trying to tune out 
Iraq's continuing violence. 
Accounts of all but spectacu- 
lar assaults slide deeper into 
network news broadcasts 
and the inside pages of — 
newspapers as the sum- 
mer and the US presi- 
dential campaign 
progress.” 

As of this writing, 47 US 
service members have died in Iraq 
since June 28. Over the past month 
American soldiers are dying at the 
rate of two per day—a rate greater 
than the month before the “han- 
dover.” As Anti-War.com points 
out, at this rate, we will pass the 
1,000-death mark in 50 days, or a 
week after the Republican National 
Convention in NYC. 

But will any one notice?

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MARINE LIEUTENANT JOSH 
Rushing’s earnestness has earned 
him a place in the time-out corner. 

Lt. Rushing was bound to attract 
the attention of his superiors: he 
indulged in two activities—listening 
and thinking—that lend themselves 
to eventual subversion. Worse, Lt. 
Rushing’s listening and thinking 
were committed to film for a docu- 
mentary called Control Room. 

Control Room eventually went on 
to set some attendance records in 
New York just ahead of the tidal 
wave that Farenheit 9/11 turned into, 
but when director Jehane Noujaim 
arrived in Qatar just three weeks 
before the latest Gulf conflict began, 
she couldn’t be sure that her film 
was going to get made. She had yet 
to talk her way into CentCom, the 
US. Army’s Iraq War command 
post 700 miles south of Bagdhad 
She also had yet to talk her way into 
the offices of Ai Jazeera. Located 10 
miles from CentCom, the eight- 
year-old news station, with 40 mil- 
lion viewers, had already scandal- 
ized corners of the globe with the 
radical proposition that an indepen- 
dent Arab station might be entitled 
to broadcast the news just as CNN 
does. Al Jazeera was also about to 
become a target for the US Secretary 
of Defense, who would seize upon 
the station’s coverage of the war as 
an affront to Right Thinking—an 
insult that many were ready to 
nurse. 

Noujaim reckoned that her fellow 
Americans had been weren't getting 
the whole story. Born in Egypt and 
raised partly in the US—she uses 
“we” equally to describe America 
and the Arab world—Noujaim set 
out to document how news about 
the war would be crafted and also to 
offer Americans a peek of the 
Rumsfeldian bogey. 

Nouijam, co-director of the 
award-winning Startup.com, hangs 
her movie on four or five intriguing 
personalities. That's not just good 
filmmaking, she says: “If the film 
never goes anywhere, then you've 
shot these people for two months 
and then you're editing them for six 
months, you're staring at their faces 
on the screen for six months, you'd 
better like what you're looking at.” 

She introduces us to the likes of 
Hassan Ibrahim, a nonsense-crush- 
ing Sudanese former BBC reporter 
and Grateful Dead fan, a former 
classmate of Osama bin Laden and 
student of Dick Cheney, an ardent 
supporter of both Arab nationalism 
and American ideals; and to the 
oddly soft-spoken Rushing, erst- 
while military liaison with 
Hollywood, whose open-minded- 
ness leads him toward a different 
way of understanding the conflict 
and Al Jazeera’s role in it. 

After Control Room was released 
Rushing was reassigned, forbidden 
to talk about Iraq because it was no 
longer his job to do so. But, as 
Noujaim reveals, the world hasn't 
heard the last of Josh Rushing. 


What frame of mind were you in as 
you went to Qatar? 

Well the frame of mind, I suppose, 
was that if | sat watching this on my 
television screen I w want to

We were sit- 
ing here in the States, watching this

Meanwhile I’m calling my family 
back home who say, “What are peo- 
ple in the US worried about?” 
People in the Arab world, people 
that can afford it, are trying to leave 
Egypt and different parts of the 
Arab world that are threatened to 
go into turmoil because this is going 
to be seen as another attack on an 
Arab, Muslim country and had the 
potential to really rile up the people, 
because this is a sensitive part of the 
world. 

Arab leaders—regardless of how 
I feel about Mubarak or other Arab 
leaders—there was a lot of sense to 
what they were saying when they 
said, “This has to be dealt with care- 
fully. We can’t support a war that’s 
going to create utter turmoil in the 
region.”

feeling like we were not getting, on 
the news, all of the complexities that 
we were about to get involved in.

If | have a bias, it’s that I just hope 
that we've got to the state in the 
world where we don’t have to use 
violence and bombs to bring democ- 
racy.

He 
expected them to be wearing Iraqi 
military garb. That's the kind of 
impression that is being given here. 
It’s unbelievable. 

I made the film with a very talent- 
ed Egyptian-Bosnian filmmaker, 
Hani Salemma. We both grew up in 
Egypt. There's a truck that goes 
around and delivers butigas bottles 
for the stove. When you were grow- 
ing up, they'd clink the side of the 
thing and say “Butigas, butigas” 
and you'd go down and get your 
butigas bottle and replace it with the 
empty one and that’s what fuels 
your stove. In the press conference 
one day they show this truck with 
butigas bottles going across the 
screen. And they called it some kind 
of weapons they’re developing here, 
and you saw these journalists taking 
notes and not one of them knew that 

these were butigas bottles that are 
used to replenish the gas for your 
stove. It was unbelievable.

It seems that there’s a real appetite 
for being told what you want to 


hear. 

Yeah. You really see that with CNN. 
CNN lost a lot of viewership to Fox 
News, | believe it was shortly after 
9/11 when there was a very patriot- 
ic, pro-government streak of senti- 
ment running through the country. 
You had people just switching the 
channel to FOX News and CNN 
had to adapt its programming to 
have a more patriotic slant. It’s very 
interesting to watch CNN local and 
CNN international and to see the 
difference between them. 

In the Middle East now, so many 
people have satellite dishes. A 
Bedouin can hook up a satellite dish 
to the roof of their truck with a gen- 
erator and get all kinds of program- 
ming, so people have access to Al 
Jazeera. If they speak any kind of 
English they watch Fox and BBC 
and CNN. They have access to all of 
those stations now. In Europe, 
you're in the middle of things. You 
have so many perspectives coming 
in. You're right next to France, 
Germany. And...I don’t know... in 
the States it’s like... 

So it’s a good question: Is Al 
Jazeera or the Arab world doing the 
same thing? Is Jazeera pandering to 
its audience in terms of showing 
them what they want to hear? 

I think I agree with you that, for 


the most part, we find people in the 
States tuning into the channel they 
most relate to or that’s giving the 
news that they want to hear. Until 
these new stations popped up, Al 
Jazeera was the first non-state-run 
news channel so for a few years peo- 
ple didn’t really have any alterna- 
tive. If they wanted to have news 
that was not controlled by a state 
they went to Al Jazeera. So Al 
Jazeera was showing all kinds of 
programming. 

They just had four hours a day 
live of the questioning of Rumsfeld 
and these different officials after the 
prison abuse scandals. And the 
interesting effect that this had was 
that people would watch this and 
say we have these prison abuses 
across the Arab world but nobody's 
ever held accountable for them. So 
this was different in that people saw 
this and said, “Wow, this is really 
democracy in action.” And this is 
the positive role that Al Jazeera can 
play. 

And this isn’t exactly pandering 
to what people want to hear. Jazeera 
has Israeli officials on their channel. 
It’s the first Arab station to have all 
the Israeli prime ministers on, except 
that they haven't had Sharon on. 
They’ ve had Nettanyahu They’re 
the first Arab channel to actually put 
Israel on the map, to recognize 
Israel. 


Al Jazeera just got approval to 
broadcast from the regulatory 
agency here. There were objectors

who said Al Jazeera was anti-Jew 
or anti-Israeli. You’ve given evi- 
dence that Al Jazeera is at least pre- 
senting the other side, but do you 
think that there is an anti-Jew or 
anti-Israeli bias? 

[ think that they definitely think they 
have people on their channel that 
are anti-Israeli-government, that’s 
for sure, but I think that that’s a gen- 
eral sentiment that’s felt across the 
Arab world, so if they didn’t present 
that point of view, that would be 
considered censorship. Then people 
would start to say, “Well, obviously 
Al Jazeera is funded by the Emir of 
Qatar and the Emir of Qatar has 
American base on their soil and the 
Emir of Qatar is getting money from 
the U.S. government, so now Al 
Jazeera is in the grip of the U.S. gov- 
ernment.” So if there's any kind of 
and you've heard this, actually, 
since the Iraq war, many people 
have said, “Oh, there’s a pro- 
American, pro-Israeli slant.” 

So no, I think you have to make a 
differentiation between their news 
programming, which I really com- 
pare to any professional western 
news programming, and their talk 
shows. And I think that on their talk 
shows they definitely have people 
on or guests on that will give kind of 
an anti-Israeli point of view. But so 
does Fox and so do many other 
channels that give views that, for 
example, aren’t my views. I still 
watch it, it doesn’t mean that I agree 
with them or not.

SEVEN HUNDRED MILES FROM 
recently occupied Baghdad, an 
American television journalist is 
watching looting on a monitor. He’s 
standing in the friendly confines of 
CentCom, the U.S. command centre 
for the Iraq operation, located in 
Qatar, several hundred miles south- 
east of Iraq's nearest point, at its tiny 
Persian Gulf outlet. On the screen, 
men are running out of buildings 
and ripping Iraqi folding money to 
pieces. 

The reporter furrows his brow 
with equal measures of amusement 
and bafflement, wondering aloud 
whether anyone can find him some- 
body who knows what's going on. 
It doesn’t seem to occur to him that 
the oddness of people tearing up 
currency is out-peculiared by his 


confident ignorance, given that it’s 
his job to interpret the region for 
American audiences. 

Meanwhile, his colleague, an 
employee of the Qatar-based Arabic 
news channel Al Jazeera, matter-of- 
factly notes that the currency rippers 
are Kurds, and that the Iraqi bills are 
worthless in their part of the coun- 
try. 

This point—that the American 
military and media seem to know 
less than they ought to about the 
nation receiving the optically guid- 
ed missiles—is serially driven home 
in the documentary Control Room. 
Director Jehane Noujaim exposes 
the unclassified secret simply by lis- 
tening to CentCom conversations, 
by which method she also records 
the corollary of the ignorance para- 
digm: the whacky explanation sce- 
nario. Thus, Al Jazeera reporter 
Hassan Ibrahim is forced to explain 
toa military flack that while the U.S. 
certainly has the power to bomb

I think that censoring something 
because somebody has guests on 
their channel that they don’t agree 
with, I think that that’s kind of 
patronizing to your audience. 

In the Arab world right now 
you're looking at people who are 
watching this wall being built on 
Palestinian territories and they’ re 
watching support of it by the 
American government and they're 
watching the U.N. saying this is 
wrong and the Israeli going ahead 
and doing it anyway. So, yeah, 
you're having a lot of people on the 
Arab street saying, “This is once 
again an imperialist force doing 
whatever the hell they want and 
there's nothing being done about it.” 
So that sentiment exists across the 
Arab world. This topic is central to 


people's hearts and minds, people 
want to talk about it. If they didn’t 
have that point of view on their 
channel... what's the use of having a 
debate show that's really getting at 
what people are talking about? 

I'll listen to some of the these guys 
on television and be like “that’s an 
extreme point of view,” but I think 
that Al Jazeera does make a very 
strong effort to bring in the other 
point of view. That's their motto, 
“The opinion and the other opin- 
ion,” Arraiwa arrai al-oukhra. Fox 
News has “Fair and Balanced,” 
Jazeera says “The opinion and the 
other opinion.” And so they'll bring 
on an Israeli official or an American 
official to talk about why they feel 
the wall is necessary if they have 
someone on their speaking against 
the wall. So I think that’s a very posi- 
tive attitude that Al Jazeera has. 


This even-tempered approach is 
certainly embodied in Hassan 
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le, it can’t expect them to like it. 
PeThat Alice in Wonderland battle 
between insight and bullshit also 
travels down the memory hole‘with 
us. The propensity of the Bush 
White House to issue contradictory 
edicts and assessments has reached 
comic or perhaps cosmic propor- 
tions, but our ability to resolve the 
convolutions is temporally con- 
strained. In taking us back to the 
beginning of the conflict, Control : 
Room throws more recent develop- 
ments into tragic-comic relief. Take, 
for instance, Donald Rumsfeld’s 
excoriation of Al Jazeera as a propa- 


rabid Islamic fundamentalists—two 
broadcasts away from packing their 
car full of explosives and heading 
for the nearest army base or bus 
depot—but rather by professional 
journalists who seem to have pre- 
served the now quaint art of asking 


_ hard questions of both sides. 


Ibrahim, a model of open-mind- 
ed journalistic zeal, finds an icono- 
clastic mate in military press officer 
and Marine Lieutenant Josh 
Rushing. Even in the conflict’s early 
stages, as he firmly but politely reit- 
erates the spin to his unreceptive Al 
Jazeera interlocutors, the likable

ganda tool, given Fox News's 
breathtaking White House friendly 
boot-polishing. Don’t miss his pro- 
nouncements on torture, either. 
Whatever Rumsfeld says, 

Noujaim’s second theatre of opera- 
tions reveals that the staff of the 
world’s first Arabic language satel- 
lite channel is not composed of 


Rushing tempers his frustration 
with an absence of malice. So when 
he connects images of dead Iraqis, 
which he once considered propa- 
ganda, with pictures of dead 
Americans, his epiphany is palpa- 
ble. It’s like this intelligent, soft-spo- 
ken guy has only just realized that 
Arabs are people and that, darn it, 


he likes some of them. 

(This suggests, yet again, how 
sage the Japanese are to invite thou- 
sands of youngsters from around 
the globe to teach in Japan—think 
of the malarkey-busting potential.) 

Noujaim has mostly relied on the 
structure of her clips to let you 
know what's what, but sometimes 
you're not sure where or when you 
are. 

And while Noujaim wisely focus- 
es on the personalities, maybe she 
goes behind the scenes a little too 
thoroughly. We see that some of Al 
Jazeera's reporters and producers 
are evidently journalists—good 
journalists—rather the zealots that 
some would expect or claim, and 
we get hints of the tenor of Al 
Jazeera's reportage, but we don’t 
really get a proper sampling of Al 
Jazeera's coverage. How do the per- 
sonalities express themselves on Al 
Jazeera’s screens? And what with 
Control Room running just under 90 
minutes, time allowed for more of a 
taste. 

Instead, we'll have to wait until 
Al Jazeera arrives in our satellite 
dishes and our digital cable boxes. 
After seeing Control Room, you'll 
expect some interesting viewing.

Ibrahim in your movie. Have you 
spoken to him since?

Does Hassan still have confidence 
in the American people and the 
American constitution to do the 
right thing?

potential to be an amazing country. 
He went to school here, he partici- 
pated in the protests here. I think 
that Americans, with all of their 
naiveté or insularity, I do think that 
they have qualities that I wish we 
had more of in the Arab world. I__ 
even experience it showing the film 
around the United States.

THE REMAKE OF THE MANCH- 
urian Candidate faces no bigger 
problem than that of reality. Back 
in ‘62 when John Frankenheimer 
made the original, the notion that 
an evil and highly organized 
group could install a mentally 
immature president it could then 
control was outlandish and chill- 
ing. These days it’s, well, a little 
too close to reality to blow any- 
one’s mind, 

When the adaptation of Richard 


Condon’s book came out during 
the Cold War, it was decades 
ahead of its time, mixing spy 
thriller conspiracy paranoia with 
elements of science fiction and a 
fractured narrative. Frank Sinatra 
starred as Bennett Marco, a Korean 
War vet plagued by nightmares 
that contradict with his recollection 
of what really happened the night 
his platoon was saved from an 
ambush by fellow soldier 
Raymond Shaw (Laurence 
Harvey). After the war Shaw 
becomes a decorated war hero 
pushed into politics by his domi- 
neering mother (Angela Lansbury), 
but everyone in his old unit is 
plagued by the same nightmares: 
that they were actually the subject 
of a twisted enemy experiment. 


In the remake Denzel 
Washington takes over for Sinatra 
as Ben, a ‘90s Gulf War vet 
wracked by 15-years of the exact 
same vision that goes against 
everything he recalls about the 
night his unit was ambushed and 
went missing for a few days. He 
“knows” Raymond Shaw (Liev 
Schreiber) jumped on a mounted 
machine gun and saved the men 
that night, but bizarre flashbacks 
tell him otherwise. Meanwhile, 
Shaw, who's now a congressman, 
is being groomed for the Vice 
Presidency by Eleanor (Meryl 
Streep), his manipulative mother 
and a powerful congresswoman 
with ties to the mysterious global 
Manchurian Corporation and with 
a vendetta against a rival politician 
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(played by John Voight). 

Shaw’s love-hate relationship 
with mommy dearest isn’t the only 
thing that’s turned him into a dan- 
gerous pawn, however. Ben, after a 
visit from another nightmare- 
plagued war buddy, decides to 
find out once and for all what really 
happened in Iraq. Rosie (Kimberly 
Elise), an attractive woman he 
meets on a train, offers to help him 
solve the mystery and salvage his 
synapses. 

Thematically, the major differ- 
ence between the two versions is 
that the original threat was entirely 
external in the form of communist 
collaborators, and the new threat is 
internal from corporate collabora- 
tors with external ties to rogue 
nations and domestic business. 
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In ’62... the notion 
that an evil and 
highly organized 
group could install 
a mentally 
immature presdent 
was outlandish.

Otherwise the plots are similar, 
which means if you haven't seen 
the original you’re in for a chilling 
conspiracy yarn, but if you're 
familiar with the fantastic 
Frankenheimer film, you won't 
find the big plot revelations so 
effective. There are a few signifi- 
cant new twists, but they're not 
unexpected. 

The performances by Schreiber, 
Streep and Washington are excel- 
lent but overshadowed by the 
award-winning turns of the origi- 
nal cast members. The interplay 
between the shrewish Lansbury 
and a tortured Harvey is reason 
enough to watch the first one. 

In terms of direction, Jonathan 
Demme is on top of things, (partic- 
ularly in the mental trigger 
sequences) but he focuses too 
much on heart-pounding thrill 
instead of spine-tingling chill. The 
best example of this is in Ben’s 
flashbacks to the experiments. In 
the original, they’re iced with 
dread, but those in thé remake are 
almost goofy in a mad scientist 
kinda way. Some of the most 
prominent recurring images in the 
nightmares (tomatoes, painted 
faces) are never even explained. 
Demme also concentrates more on 
spy tech stuff and Ben’s relation- 
ship with Rosie instead of on the 
flashbacks, which is an inferior 
trade-off from the original. The 
bad guys aren’t quite as defined, as 
they should be. 

Of course, if the filmmakers real- 
ly wanted to make it scary they 
could've just called it The 
Halliburton Candidate.

BECAUSE THE VILLAGE 1S AN 
M. Night “Mr. Twist Ending” 
Shyamalan film, there isn’t much 
you can say about it in a review 
without giving away some vital 
plot detail, but there are a few 
things to be aware of. Firstly, the 
reason those villagers wear yellow 
is not because the forest dwellers 
are actually Crips and red could 

a war. Secondly, if 
some sort of Woodland Crips did 
populate the forest, it'd be more 
entertaining and even more plau- 
sible than what's actually out 
there. 

The teaser trailers for The Village 
have tempted for months now 
with the promise of something 
“scary as hell” lurking about in 
the trees just waiting to get those 
simple rural folk. So here’s a tip, 
Mr. Shyamalan: if you're selling a 
“horror” movie with “mon- 
sters”—there is nothing, absolute- 
ly nothing, that you can substitute 
those monsters for, save for scarier 
monsters, that will satisfy your 
spiracies, a love 





(coincidentally the colour of narra- 
tive herring) is so feared that the 
villagers bury it if they find it. The 
leader of this strange community 
is solemn preacher Edward 
Walker (William Hurt), who, 
along with other village elders like 
Alice Hunt (Sigourney Weaver) 
and August Nicholson (Brendan 
Gleeson), governs this peaceful 
settlement on the edge of 
Covington Woods.

timental. 

Shyamalan is skilled at working 
in tones, whether it’s mood, 
colour, or dramatic volume. But 
The Village, particularly in its sec- 
ond half, is like the end of Signs— 
hysterical and obvious. Shyamalan 
needs to be far subtler with his 
metaphors. When one character is 
gravely injured, blind Ivy pro- 
claims, “I can’t see his colour!” It’s 
even dumber than, “Swing away!” 
The strange tragedy about The 
Village is that the makings of a 
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Anchorman (14A) Spirals so far, so 
fast into the land of ridiculous that 
you'll laugh your ass off even though 
this tale ag dim and conceited ‘70s 
anchorman isn‘t very good. Zero 
depth, poor writing, and the barely- 
there plot leave plenty of room for 
random improvised humour, unex- 
pected cameos, and brilliant non 
sequiturs, thanks to Will Ferrell’s con- 
tagious comic tenacity. ** 1/2 (JW)

When you book a festival of this 
caliber (with a large corporate spon- 
sorship and growing reputation 
worldwide), it is part of your job to 
figure out who wants to see what. 

Terry Wickham, Folk Fest produc- 
er, has been contending with this 
issue for twenty-five years of his 
Canadian festival career. He spent 
nine years working for the Calgary 
Folk Festival, and the past sixteen 
years with our festival. 

Coincidentally, this year 
Edmonton's Fest is celebrating its sil- 
ver anniversary. Accordingly, 
Wickham has made some improyve- 
ments to the festival, such as.a new 
sound system and video screen, and 

consciously brought back some of 
his favourite performers from over 
the years. 

Expect to see standbys Blue 
Rodeo, Spirit of The West, and local 
Celtic/ blues-with-a-world-beat- 
twist-musician Bill Bourne. 

And for those of you with more 
curious tastes, alt-country duo The 
Handsome Family; the Queen of 
Rockabilly, Wanda Jackson; and 
American poet/activist Michael 
Franti will all be here. 

Wickham strives to get something 
for everyone, though he has the final 
say inp ing—so if he 
doesn't like something, it doesn’t 
stand much of a chance of getting in. 
That said, the man’s been at this a 
long time and is open to suggestions. 
You can get his email on the Folk 
Fest website, and don’t be shy to 
send your suggestions, He wants to 
know about good music as much as 
you and I. That's why he runs this 
festival. 





There's not much of a big deal 
being made about the fact that this 
is the festival's twenty-fifth 
anniversary. What does it mean to 
you and the staff that the festival is 


twenty-five years old? 
We purposely didn’t make a big 
deal of the twenty-fifth because we 
think every year is important. I don’t

Your mandate is to “promote folk 
music in its diversity, within a 
broad musical mandate.”

There’s a whole bunch people 
that people say, “why don’t you get 
so-and-so?” But there’s a whole 
range of problems: Lucinda 
Williams doesn’t like to fly; Willie 
Nelson doesn’t want to come to 
Canada anymore because he'll prob- 
ably be busted at the border. And 
some we can't afford, like Van 
Morrison or James Taylor. And 
some people just aren't on the road 
at the right time. 


How did you get Wanda Jackson? 
She came from Holger Peterson [of 
Stony Plain Records and host of 
CBC's Saturday Night Blues|—I had 
no idea who she was. 

I'm now realizing I've probably 
been a bit conservative over the last 
ten years. I want to do more stuff 
next year —some new twists.

I got a fax back that said, “we 
would love to play your festival,” 
and “love” was underlined. 

Thad sent hima letter to say don’t 
take my word for it—check with this 
list [I sent] of other musicians. And 
he did. 

He said, “Tf it’s good enough for 
Joni Mitchell, it’s good enough for 
me.”

Earl Scruggs scratches his musical itch and makes cultural history in the process

FEW THINGS ARE MORE IMPOR- 
tant to a career in music than the 
tant to a career in music than the 
overwhelming desire to play. For 
lifelong musicians, successful or not, 
it’s an itch that can never totally be 
scratched, whether they're aspiring 
metal guitarists holed up in a bed- 
room or would-be concert pianists 
taking lessons every day after school. 
Earl Scruggs has had that exact itch 
since he was four and now, at 

the age of 80, the veteran

It's always been what he loves to 
do, and it’s an instinct that has 
served both him and the greater 
music-listening world well. In need 
of an emotional outlet in the wake of 
his father’s death and with little to do 
for entertainment in the Depression- 
era North Carolina countryside, 
Scruggs played the banjo relentlessly. 
His attention never wavered, leading 
to his first milestone (though no one 


really grasped its significance at the 
time) at the tender age of 10. 


“RUBEN” 

Retreating to his bedroom after a 
spat with his brother, Scruggs natu- 
rally picked up his banjo and 
attempted to pick it with his thumb, 
index and middle fingers, an idea he 
had been experimenting with. 
Suddenly the floodgates opened and

Scruggs 
and a guitar-playing co-worker kept 
their instruments in a car, rushing 
out to play during lunch and coffee 
breaks. By 1945, Scruggs was ina 
Knoxville-based group, driving to 
Nashville to do a Saturday morning 
radio show. Eventually, the group’s 
fiddle player introduced him to Bill 
Monroe, a future legend in his own 
right. 

At this point, Monroe was a later- 
to-be-influential mandolin player 
with fiddle and guitar in his band. 
Banjos weren't uncommon, but few 
had heard Scruggs’ approach. “Well, 
I didn’t know if Bill would really care 
for my style of picking,” Scruggs 
recalls. Turns out, everybody liked 
Scruggs’ style and Bill Monroe's 
Bluegrass Boys would be credited 
with practically inventing a genre.

kept a banjo in his band as long as he 
lived.” 


PICK UP A FLATT, WILL YA? 

It was a short period of work, lasting 
only a couple of years. “1 decided to 
quit,” says Scruggs. “I didn’t like the 
way they were operating, and I was 
going to go back to the factory in 
Shelby, North Carolina.” Had he 
done so, he'd still be noted for his 
association to Monroe alone. But for- 
tunately another band member, gui- 
tarist Lester Flatt, convinced Scruggs 
to team up with him. The legendary 
duo of Flatt and Scruggs was born, 
and since then Scruggs’s career has 
been a decade-spanning whirlwind 
of accomplishments. 

Slowly thrusting banjo music and 
bluegrass into the public conscious- 
ness, Scruggs has racked up awards 
and accolades including Flatt and 
Scruggs’ 1962 No. 1 hit “The Ballad 
of Jed Clampett, “ (better known as 
“The Beverly Hillbillies Theme”) 
and two Grammys for his classic 
instrumental “Foggy Mountain 
Breakdown.” One came in 1968 
after Warren Beatty selected it for 
the chase scenes of the film Bonnie 
and Clyde, and one in 2001 for a col- 
laboration including his sons and 
such luminaries as Mary Stuart and 
comedian Steve Martin (a longtime 
banjo picker—really). Besides other 
Grammys, he was inducted into the 
Country Music Hall of Fame and 
played with an almost-endless list 
of greats ranging from Johnny Cash 
to Elton John. But don’t expect 
Scruggs to sit and rest on his past 
exploits. 


RAMBLIN’ MAN 

“Sometimes at four in the mom- 
ing, it’s nice to just ramble around in 
your head,” Scruggs muses. “But now 
all I think about is where I’m going to 
go next. I get itchy to get out and 
play—it’s still exciting to get on an 
airplane or a charter bus with a group 
of guys to go play all these dates.”

GEOGRAPHICALLY SPEAKING, 
St. Louis and Nashville are just 
hours apart, buf it’s been a 40-year 
musical journey between the two for 
Bonnie Bramlett. “As varied and 
wonderful as my experiences have 
been,” she offers from her current 
home in Nashville, “I don’t feel that 
I've directed it, it’s just come. I'm just 
the vehicle.” 

The voyage for Bramlett 
started when she was a 
teenager and became 
hooked on R&B and 
blues. 

“In St. Louis they 
had an area called 
Teen Town. We got to 
hear people like Albert 
King, Little Milton, and Ike 
Turner.” In fact it was Ike Turner 
who got Bramlett her first gig as a 
professional musician, as an Ikette. 
Bramlett was 15. “Ike gave his word 
to my mother that I would be okay, 
and he kept it. | had my own room 
on the road, and it was an incredible 
learning experience. It eventually 
had to end because of the racial situ- 
ation, but the concept of mentoring 
up and coming musicians has stuck 
with me.” 

Signed to Stax records with then 
husband Delaney in 1967, the duo 
moved to Memphis as part of a sta- 
ble that included Sam & Dave, Rufus 
Thomas, John Lee Hooker and 
Booker T. They were the first white 
act signed to the label and their 
debut, Home, is considered a 
groundbreaking classic. 

Bramlett reflects, “I always con- 
sidered myself a blues purist in 
those days, I thought what Jimi 
Hendrix was doing was sell out of 
the blues, and as far as guys like Eric 


Clapton and George Harrison were 
concerned, hey, they were just musi- 
cians, so that’s how I treated them.” 
A tour opening for Blind Faith 
began a collaboration that saw 
Bramlett » on many of 
Clapton ’ s.

musician. “I wanted to be a heli- 

y copter pilot. I don’t know how I 
ended up here,” she states (joking- 
ly?) from her home in Albuquerque, 
New Mexico, referring to her over-a- 
decade-long career as a musician. “I 
thought that helicopters were con- 
trolled not with a steering wheel but 
some kind of mind control ray that 
came out of people's brains; there 
were these super-geniuses that were 
inside the helicopters that were fly- 
ing them with the power of their 
minds, and then, when I found out it 
was a normal steering wheel, | was 
less interested.” 

Fantastic notions seem to come 
naturally to Sparks. Her band has a 
reputation for producing music that 
is haunting, humorous and creepy— 
qualities necessary to any good 
country song. “I don’t know how or 
why I write anything,” she divulges. 
“1 usually sit down to write a song 
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about a pretty flower I saw on the 
hill and it ends up being about UFO 
abductions or s¢ ymething.” 

Perhaps it’s the tradition of the 
American South that leads her pen 
down darker paths: think of the 
Louvin Brothers or a novel by 
William Faulkner. And despite what 
mainstream American country 

music would lead you tc 
believe, an increasing 
number of citizens 
know that there is 
danger in them 
there hills (and not 
those of other 
countries, either) 
Sparks becomes a 
bit despondent when dis- 
cussing America’s political 
extremes and aggressiveness 

Her neighbourhood is home to “a 
lot of kind of creepy hippy types—a 
cross bet ween Mansc m and 
Woodstock,” as well as “a lot of 
nefarious underground military 
bases. A little of Free Love and a lit- 
tle of Dooms Day Machine going 
on.” 

It's no surprise that The Family 
welcome the opportunity to play fes- 
tivals both in Canada and around 
the world. “You Canadians are 
always much nicer than your aver- 
age Americans. In general people 
just seem to be happier with them- 
selves. It’s bad down here: Evil 
Empire.” 

And, oh man, an Evil Empire can 
foster some pretty shitty festival- 
goers. “Most of the festivals here are 
just drunken brawls for children,” 
she laments. This is not an ideal 
audience for a Handsome Family 
performance, which include among,

Special Folk Fest session pays tribute to the life of Tooker Gomberg

NO ONE CAN DENY THE INFLU- 
ence that activist and bicycle enthu- 
siast Tooker Gomberg had on the 
city of Edmonton. In fact, Gomberg 
was a driving force in the activist 
world, leaving his mark all across 
the country. When Gomberg passed 
away in unfortunate circumstances 
in Halifax last year, the whole com- 
munity rallied behind his message of 
hope, love, and green activism. This 
year’s FolkFest will hold a special 
session to honour Gomberg’s mem- 
ory. The “Green Green Rocky Road” 
event—hosted by Bill Bourne and 








Ani will appear in the Festival’ 
DVD/CD compilation. 
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featuring singer/songwriters 
Martyn Joseph, Lynn Miles and 
Susan Crowe—will offer an occasion 
to ponder Tooker Gomberg’s accom- 
plishments as well as the message he 
left behind. 

“A lot of the people [coming to the 
FolkFest] won't know Tooker,” says 
producer Terry Wickham. “But they 
will know someone who’s had trou- 
ble, or a sad story from somewhere. I 
think it'll work well.” 

At the time of his passing, 
Gomberg had been battling depres- 
sion for several years, becoming 
detached from the world 
he lived in. The choice 
of musicians for the 
session is, accord- 
ing to Wickham, 
most appropriate: 
“These people all 
sing songs about 
the human condi- 
tion,” he says. “1 
didn’t put any rock 
n’ rollers in there. I put 
in people who were sensitive 
singer /songwriters.” Wickham 
admits the idea of a session dedicat- 
ed to Gomberg came unexpectedly. 
“Thad a request from audience 
members asking, ‘[Are] you thinking 
of doing anything?” recalls 
Wickham. “I was going to mention it 
in the program book, but they actu- 
ally suggested a session and a name 
for it. Then I picked the performers, 
and I knew Bill Bourne would know 
who we were talking about. | tried to 
pick sensitive people.” 

The Green Green Rocky Road ses- 
sion will be held on Sunday, August 
8th at 3 pm (Stage 6). Gomberg’s 
long-time life partner, Angela 
Bischoff, will be offering some open- 
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ing remarks. e 

“1 think Tooker was always a real 
lover of socially conscious music,” 
says Bischoff. “It seems like a natural 
fit to celebrate Tooker while celebrat- 
ing musicians that are honouring the 
political and social consciousness of 
our days.” 


FOLK FEST SESSIONS 
WHEN THE VARIOUS TALENTS 
found at the Folk Fest collaborate to 

create the much-anticipated 
“workshops” or “jam ses- 

sions” it’s usually the 
opportunity to catch 
some of your 
favourite artists 
working and 
improvising 
together in one set- 
ting. 
> “The purpose is to 
[group] musicians who 
don’t normally get togeth- 
er in concert,” says Festival 
media liaison Eugene Lee. “They 
have free reign as to how they want 
to pursue the music for that hour. 
They can jam together according to a 
theme.” Blues, folk, singer/song- 
writer and even gospel-oriented ses- 
sions are organized under the super- 
vision of producer Terry Wickham, 
who plans the workshops and distrib- 
utes them over seven different stages 
almosta year irvadvance. 

“What | try to dois make sure that 
anytime there're sessions on, there are at 
least two I want to be at,” says 
Wickham. “1 try to put myself in the sit- 
uation of a normal ticket-buyer and 
look at a variety of music.” 

Variety certainly is the spice of life at 











this year’s FolkFest, with a little some- 
thing for everyone. Notable sessions 
include the singer/songwriter 
“Talking Heads” session (an obvious 
reference to headliner David Byme), 
Friday evening’s “Hitchhiker's Guide 
to Canada” with Edmonton's Andrea 
House, Hawksley Workman, 
Quebec’s Genticorum and Garnet 
Rogers, and Saturday's “Masters” ses- 
sions with Martin Simpson, Jerry 
Douglas, David Lindley and Paddy 
Keenan.

It did, it did, even though, 
ah,..Canada has a pretty similar 
culture (to America) if you then 
compare it to Asia, Europe or the 
Middle East, but it’s still vastly dif- 
ferent in terms of...the notion that 
you grow up with that America is 
the only place.

IT’S ALWAYS INTERESTING TO 
wonder what famous artists would 
have ended up doing if they weren't 
making music: would Moby have 
been a reclusive IT techie if his songs 
didn’t make it on car commercials? 
Would Eddie Vedder still be pump- 
ing gas if Pearl Jam didn’t explode 
onto MTV in the early ’90s? For 
Welsh folk star Martyn Joseph, he 
may have been sinking holes on the 
green if music hadn‘t become his 
calling. 

“When | was 10 my dad bought 
me a guitar and a membership to 
my local golf club,” recalls Joseph 
from his Banff hotel room. “I took 
guitar lessons and played for hours 
at the course with my buddies. I 
became quite a standard for my age 
and decided I wanted to spend my 
life playing pro-golf, doing the tour- 
naments.” 

It wasn’t until his early 20s that he 
felt it'd be unlikely to be on the same 
par as Tiger Woods. 

“You have to be fantas- 
tic to make it,” says 
Joseph. “You can be 
good on an amateur 
level, but when it 
comes to the big 
action, only a few make 
it. [t wasn’t until golf 
faded away that I even con- 
sidered music as a way of spend- 
ing my life.” 

So what was golf's loss became 
music lovers’'—and Joseph’s—gain. 

“If [had made the grade, I'd 
probably be richer,” he laughs. “But 
[ don’t think I would have been 
richer in my experiences in life. 
Sports is a bit of a cocoon world. 
Music has taken me around the 
globe and into some pretty serious 
situations, with political causes such 
as War Child. It’s educated me and 
in the end I got the better part of the 
deal.” 
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Joseph will grace our fine city for 
the second time this year as he plays 
the Folk Fest to promote his new 
album Whoever It Was That Brought  - 
Me Here Will Have To Take Me Home. 

“Tm kinda pleased with this 

record,” says Joseph. “Each 


take on the record is 
live—no overdubs— 
and raw. The songs 
are less overtly politi- 
phir cal than before and it 
veers toward a more 
inward-looking, per- 
sonal album.” 
Though the album is 
less political, Joseph remains 
convinced that music and politics 
can indeed be mixed. 

“If you're telling the story, that’s a 
political gesture straight away,” he 
says.

IT IS RARELY SIMPLE TO MAKE 
sense of the changes in life, and this 
is just one reason people read poet- 
ry, listen to music or look at paint- 
ings, sculptures or films. Granted, 
not all art has philosophical aspira- 
tions, but many artists still do hope 
to express emotions or ideas that 
will address the yearning to find 
meaning in our lives.

EVERY SUMMER, THE STREETS 
of Edmonton become filled with a myr- 
iad of colourfully costumed characters 
singing and dancing their blues away 
during one of the city’s most popular 
street festivals. From August 6-8, the 
CariWest Festival will be celebrating its 
20th anniversary, and while previous 
CariWest celebrations took place in 
downtown's Churchill Square, this 
year’s big concert has been relocated to 
Glen Abbey Park due to the massive 
facelift the Square is undergoing. 
While the move won't change the 
nature of the Festival, Pearl Bennett, 
who has been working with CariWest 
“forever”, admits it does affect the 
logistics of certain events. “Tt will 
impact it greatly,” says the festival's 
communications coordinator. 
“However, we are trying to publicize 
the fact that we are not in Churchill 
Square anymore—hopefully we can 
retum. When I look at the building 
that’s going up there, I'm worried as to 
whether it will be friendly to us or not 
in the future]. I don’t know for sure: 
we'll have to wait and see.” CariWest 
has also had to change their parade 
route, adapting it to their new location 
at Glen Abbey Park. The route will run 
on Jasper Ave from 121 St. to the park 
downtown. But those are the only 
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modifications the Festival had to make 
to ensure their celebration would go 


according to plan. 
“Same as usual,” chimes Bennett 
when asked if anything special has 


been planned to celebrate the Festival's 
20th year. “We bring excitement. We 
also bring an alternative style of music 
that might not be as popular around 
Edmonton.” With a growing demand 
for the Festival's wide-ranging palette 
of cultural influences, CariWest is fast 
becoming a veritable institution in 
Edmonton. People come from far and 
wide to participate and do their part. 
“Everybody's involved,” says Bennett. 
“Our volunteers come from every- 
where; we have volunteers not only 
from the Caribbean community. 

Participation has grown from the main- 
stream communities into the volunteer 
base, for sure.” Bennett also says she 
gets flooded with calls from people 
who want to strut their stuff on the 
street and join the party. “We get hun- 
dreds and hundreds of calls for cos- 
tumes,” says Bennett. “The quality of 
the costumes is far superior than they 
used to be in the past. Theyre more 
elaborate, and the quality, of workman- 
ship has improved.” 

Costumes are only one of the many 





elements that attract the crowd. The 
music is an integral part of the nature of 
the Festival, with styles ranging from 
calypso, soca and steelband, to Indian 
and African-influenced music, reflect- 
ing the cultural variety coming from 
the Caribbean. The Festival also offers 
dance competitions, live concerts and 
street performers, food, arts and good 
times, but the parade (on Saturday) is 
the big kahuna. “Tt really is the center- 
piece of the festival,” rings in Bennett. 
“We do have a big show, of course, on 
Friday night, where the participants vie 
for the titles of King and Queen of the 
Festival. That's a great show to go to. 
It’s the fun time where everybody can 
participate—because of the music. 
When it booms out of the sound boxes, 
nobody can stand still. It gets you mov- 
ing. It’s participatory and it makes it a 
wonderful festival from that point of 
view.” Other notable events include the 
Saturday Night Fete at Shaw 
Conference Centre, a grand Caribbean 
celebration featuring Toronto-based 
outfit Generation X, Edmonton's 
Souljah Fyah, dancers, singers and 
other Caribbean performers, DJs and 
Steelbands. A picnic will also be held 
on Sunday at Glen Abbey Park.

THINGS SURE CAN HEAT UP 
when you gather the Trincan Steel 
Orchestra for an evening of music. “It's 
the fun and the energy,” says Trincan 
mastermind Cecil George. “That's why we 
do this.” Formed in 1982, the Trincan 
Steel Orchestra is arranger/composer 
George's original idea: a Caribbean-born, 
self-taught musician, who has gathered 
musicians from all fields over the last 
twenty years. Now regrouping 18 musi- 
cians, the Trincan Steel Orchestra has 
become a well-known act on the - 
Edmonton scene. Omnipresent at 
Heritage Days, the Fringe and many other 
festivals and fundraisers, the Trincan 
Steel Orchestra never misses a beat and 
always manages to get the party going. 
Evidently, CariWest wouldn't be what it 
is without the Trincan Steel Orchestra. “I 
started it,” exclaims George. “We've been 
in CariWest ever since it began. This year, 
we'll be in the parade, at Glen Abbey Park, 
performing in the street. You can’t miss 
us.” True, it would be hard not to notice 
close to twenty colourfully dressed indi- 
viduals banging their finely crafted 
“pans”, creating a wave of calypso music 
typical only of the Caribbean. Under 
George's direction, the Trincan Steel 
Orchestra has recorded two CDs in the 
past four years: Steel on Fire and 
Thundering Steel, and this year's 
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CariWest will mark the official release of 
the latter. George is set on taking his out- 
fit as far as possible. “We will go to the 
top,” says George, half-seriously. “We 
need to make this album gold and plat- 
inum, Make sure we get the cover story.” 

Obviously, George and his crew are 
craving a little bit more than just the festi- 
val scene, where they have been perform- 
ing for the last twenty years. The band is 
also known for its intense charity work, 
playing in churches, for the Stollery 
Children's Hospital and donating some of 
their hard-earned monies to the 
Edmonton Food Bank. The Trincan.crew 
is, just like CariWest itself, a multi-cultural 
tour de force. George gathered friends 
from all over the world, as well as stu- 
dents from Grant McEwan in recent years 
to complete his outfit. “We make sure 
Cecil remembers those beats come from 
Africa too,” interjects bandmate Nick 
Sackey. If things were slower in the early 
days, the pace has certainly picked up 
recently, forcing the band to tour fre- 
quently and attend every event they were 
presented with.

DR. PAUL STEENHUISEN MAY BE NEW 
to Edmonton, but he is not new to the world 
of composition. Born in Vancouver, he 
received his doctoral degree from UBC 
before moving to Europe to enhance his 
studies with respected avant-garde com- 
posers Louis Andriessen and Michael 
Finnisy. His works have been performed 
worldwide, and he was the resident com- 
poser of the Toronto Symphony Orchestra 
from 1998-2000. He also plays on the 
Morningstars hockey team with the 
Rheostatics' Dave Bidini when he has the 
chance. Last year, Steenhuisen accepted the 
Assistant Professor of Composition post 
here at the University of Alberta. This week 
in Supa Old Skool we discuss “A 
Composer's Life” with him. 


Do people find it odd when they discover 
that there are still new composers making 
classical music today? 

Yes, people are always very intrigued that 
people are still composing classical music 
today; they leam that interesting avant- 
garde work is being done in their neighbor- 
hood, and they want to know what it is. 
They get excited, and they just start firing 
questions. 


Are you always able to get what's in your 
head down on to the paper? 

That varies a lot. Sometimes you get exactly 
what you want, but | don't think it’s bad if 
your idea changes. Ten-to-fifteen years ago 
| used to insist on getting exactly what was 
in my head out. 

When | compose, first! think about a 
piece for along time and do a lot of prep 
work. Then | compose. If the piece starts to 
change, | let it; a lot of ideas that you didn't 
think of in advance come up in the process.

tke music that questions boundanes. | still 
want to hear something.even though | may 
Not like it. | want to write music that does 
something to you, whatever that may be. 


How does the process of receiving a com- 
mission for a composition come about? 
Most often, the composer is approached by 
an orchestra or an ensemble, and that’s the 
extent of it. A contract gets worked out, and 
you go for it, although there might be some 
discussion about duration, types of instru- 
ments etc. Depending on the group, there’s 
a time deadline as well. 

It's always exciting to receive a commis- 
sion, to know that these ideas will because 
part of the world. It's nice to be heard by an 
orchestra; it’s good for me and | think it's 
the responsibility of today’s orchestras to be 
current. 

You like to keep busy outside of the realm 
of your art. Is that important to you? 
When | started to play hockey with the 
Momingstars, | noticed how important it 
was.

Writer’s block? Or are these rappers frontin’? 


ONE OF THE THINGS THAT 
should separate rap music from other 
forms of popular musical expression 
is authoring. Many big name artists 
like Janet Jackson, Madonna, and 
Celine Dion have had hit songs that 
have had great impact on popular 
culture. However, more often than 
not these pop hits were composed 
with someone else in the driver's 
seat. 

Sinead O'Connor's teary-eyed 
“Nothing Compares To You” was 
written by Prince, and Michael 
Jackson’s desperate plea on “You 
Are Not Alone” was penned by R. 
Kelly—hard to believe when you 
recall the emotion in their perfor- 
mances. It’s not that these singers 
cannot write, but the songs were 
written well enough that these artists 
had no problem singing them. 

While this process allows for more 
money for publishing companies 
and sometimes is the only way for 
aspiring artists to have their music 
heard, it’s one of the most frowned 
upon things in hip-hop culture. 
Because of the innate battle instinct 
of hip-hop, a rapper has always been 
expected to compose their own 
rhymes. It kind of defeats the whole 
purpose of dissing wack MCs who 
can’t rap if you're a “sick” MC who 
can’t write. 

But don’t be fooled into thinking 
that some of your favorite rappers 
have never had a verse or two—or

even an entire album—written by 
somebody else: sometimes by rap- 
pers from their own crew, some- 
times by a rapper that is just so ill 
that penning a hot 16 could guaran- 
tee a hit 

In his prime—before Holly Hood 
came knocking, Ice Cube was one of 
hip-hop’s most recognized ghost- 
writers. “Boyz N the Hood’”— 
though performed by Eazy-E—was 
originally written by Ice Cube for an 
East Coast MC. Cube was also 
responsible for writing much of 
NWA’s material. 

Even some of hip-hop’s living leg- 
ends have had spells of “writers 
block” —take Dr. Dre for instance. 
While chronic smoke has inspired 
him to compose sonic hip-hop epics 
with a west coast swing, it does very 
little to get his creative writing juices 
flowing. In times of writer’s block, 
Dre has never been hesitant to seek 
alternative medicine. 

In 1991, Dr. Dre's 5 Mic classic, 
“The Chronic’ was a shared work 
between Houston based rapper 
D.OC and at the time, a Long Beach 
newcomer named Snoop Doggy 
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Dogg. Years later the good doctor 
would seek out self-proclaimed 

“greatest rapper alive” Jay-Z to give 
him a desperately needed comeback 
with “Still D.R.E”. Ironic if you 
think about it: D.R.E Still wasn’t 
writing his own material after 
almost a decade. 

Although no exact figures have 
been disclosed on how much rap- 
pers pay other rappers for rhymes, 
in a business as lucrative as hip-hop 
has become, it’s safe to say that the 
numbers are probably no less than 5 
figures. But what happens when the 
budget you've allocated for ghost- 
writers runs out—do you excuse 
weak albums as the result of just 
“not being in the mood to write?” 

Taking note of what hip-hop has 
become, Hi-Calibre producer and 
MC J-Soul mentions “If Britney 
Spears sings a song that is written 
for her it’s to create a buzz for her 
album and have a hit.” Offering 
greater insight as to why ghostwrit- 
ing is frowned upon, J-Soul states 
“One of the reasons comes from bit- 
ing. If someone is to write you a rap 
song, you're by-passing listening 
and copying, and you're just straight 
copying.” When asked if he would 
ever let someone ghostwrite for him 
J-Soul states “Personally, I wouldn't 
want to express someone else's ideas 
no matter how dope the lyrics 
were”. 

While pop music was built upon 
making hit music to generate tons of 
money for suits behind desks, rap 
was a form of music with a culture 
that accompanied it. When a rapper 
like 2Pac wrote of the struggle, you 
felt it because it was honest and sin-

But imagine if 
yourknew someone else wrote their 
songs for them. How credible would 
their words be? 

With all these rappers depending 
on other MCs for hits what does this 
do the game? If another rapper is 
able to describe more accurately 
what you mean to say should he or 
she not write because ghostwriting 
is taboo? Does ghostwriting allow 
for better music to eventually be 
heard? And if so, is it at the expense 
of the art form?

IN ORDER OF IMPORTANCE, 
directly following the need for sex 
and the dim awareness that I could 
use a nap, the foremost thing in my 
mind most of the time is escape. 
Perhaps the word I’m looking for is 
transport, the deliverance, however 
momentary, from the cares and 
habits that dominate a life lived in 
one place. Imagination can some- 
times provide such transport, but a 
little help from external reality 
doesn’t hurt either. 

So there I was ona sunny, windy 
afternoon, ostensibly looking for 
somewhere to eat. Countless 
Edmonton restaurateurs have cur- 
rently affected a temporary escape 
from their prevailing realities, clos- 
ing up shop for a few weeks to 
enjoy life outside the food service 
industry. Though understandable, it 
was nonetheless frustrating to see 
so many CLOSED signs hanging in 
shop fronts with handwritten 
explanatory notes about when these 
establishments would be open 
again. A reconnaissance mission 
down 107 Ave. finally turned up a 
place that could provide me a bit of 
sustenance. Little did I suspect that 
escape would also await me inside. 

Mebrat Café is a humble purvey- 
or of Ethiopian and Eritrean cuisine 
on the so-called Avenue of Nations 
a few blocks north of Grant 
MacEwan’s downtown campus. 
The menu isn’t extensive, the interi- 
or neither lush nor distinctive, but 
the place appears well-patronized 
by Edmonton’s East African diaspo- 
ra. How many places, for example, 
offer the traditional Eritrean break- 
fast repast of ful, a stew of fava 


beans, onions, tomatoes, hot spices 
and lemon juice? 

Even at three in the afternoon, 
Mebrat is half-full of lunching fami- 
lies and tables of handsome young 
men the shade of expensive wood 
sipping beer and cleaning their 
large platters with pieces of injera. 
The hostess/server smiled and said 
something | didn’t catch as she

walked by me with a plate of food, 
so | assumed it was okay to graba 
menu off the bar and find a table. 
When she finally visited me to take 
my order, I was informed that the 
stewed chicken I'd been eying was 
still stewing and was not quite 
ready. She directed my attention to 
the Mebrat Café special ($9), a plate 
of stewed beef, vegetables and 
spices served with salad. I said that 
would do nicely with a Heineken 
($4.25) to wash it down. 

My eyes drifted over the first few 
pages of Naguib Mahfouz’s Midaq 
Alley, but my mind was really on 
escape. Blurring my rationality 
slightly, I imagined myself in a café 
in Asmara, lulled by a nigh-sublimi- 
nal burble of African guitar pop and 


the soft murmur of conversations in 
a foreign tongue I couldn’t hope to 
identify. The fragrance of the food 
pulled at the hollow in my stomach, 
and slats of sunshine pushing past 
the crooked window blinds fired 
my thirst for a cold sparkling malt- 
ed beverage. Two non-Africans at 
the next table carrying on a conver- 
sation all too audible to the whole 
room fed my fantasy, and I recast 
them as boorish tourists tromping, 
over the ancient world demanding 
first world comforts, even though 
their conversation was considerably 
more banal than that. 

My reverie, punctuated by 
attempts to ingest a few lines of 
Mahfouz, kept me from noticing 
that the meal was taking a while to 
arrive. The server came over to 
smilingly assure me she hadn't for- 
gotten me. My salad arrived shortly 
thereafter, then the main course—a 
broad platter lined with injera and 
heaped with a reddish beef stew. 
Another neatly folded serving of 
injera came on the side. It was then 
the server admitted she had com- 
pletely forgotten about the beer I 
ordered. She smiled, cussed quietly 
and went to get it, returning to 
inform me that my drink would be 
on the house to compensate for her 
mistake. 

Injera, in case you're starting to 
wonder, is a spongy flatbread made 
from a grain called teff. The batter is 
allowed to ferment, then cooked to 
moist, bubbly softness ona griddle. 
Instead of using utensils, you tear 
off pieces of the injera and scoop up 
the food, then pop it in your mouth. 
It has a faintly sour flavour like 
sourdough, and is useful in curbing 
the burn of the spicy seasonings 
used in Eritrean and Ethiopian 
cooking.

Even 
though I'd requested spicy, I think 
the kitchen pulled their punches a 
bit and made it more mild than 
usual. Nonetheless J acquired a 
healthy sheen as I traversed the 
plate and the spices gained cumula 
tive force. The salad was simple, 
just lettuce, juicy tomatoes and 
diced onion ina light vinaigrette 
with paprika and cayenne, but also 
had a hand in cooling off my 
mouth. 

This kind of food is perfect for 
sharing, not only because there's a+ 
communal aspect implied by break- 
ing bread, but because all that injera 
and stew gets to be very filling.

On my way out, I hesitated at the 
door an extra moment, unwilling to 
surrender myself back up to mun- 
dane reality, my belly swelled by 
exotic fare and a complimentary 
beer. Ah well, I guess you have to 
have something to escape from to 
appreciate these stolen moments of 
transcendence. Dirty Edmonton 
sidewalks, here I come.
